INTO AUSTRIA 


Invading Forces Move 
Beyond Lemberg in 
‘Pursuit of Foe. 


VICTORY s CRUCIAL? 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 4.~Two million 
Russian soldiers, operating along a froat 
of 250 miles from Zamost, Russian Po- 
land, to the vicinity of Suczawe, in the 
Austrian province of Bukovina, have 
driven the Austro-Hungarian armies 
back with heavy losses. 

Tt was reported here today that six 
German army corps have been rushed to 
East Prussia and Galicia from France. 
They have been replaced by the second 
line of troops. 


Official Account of Battle. 

The Russian general staff today insued 
the following official account od the fight. | 
img which led to the capture of Lemberg, 
capital of Galicia: 

A the’ Ofetisive against the Lublin- 
Kholm front the main Austrian forces 
deployed on the Zavichost, Tanoff, Biel- 
goray, Tomachoff, and Belz line. The 
second Austrian army, comp sed of the 
Third, Eleventh, and Twelfth corps and 
five divisions of cavalry, gathered in the 
region east of Lemberg to cover this op- 
eration. 

“ When the Russian troops were taking 
the offensive the Austrian concentration 
had not been completed, and tupograph- 
ical considerations compelled the enemy 
to reinforce the army still more with the 
troops of the Seventh, Thirteenth, and 
Fourteenth corps, thus making a total of 
twelve divisions of several brigades of 
the landeturm. 


Series of Terrific Battles. 

„Our troope in the Lonthk, Lubno, and 
Proskuroff districts crossed the frontier 
on Aug, 20 and marched on Lembery for 
the purpose of thwarting the Austrian 
covering movement and acting against 
the flank of the enemy. 

“In the period between Aug. 17 and 
Sept. 8 the Russian left wing advanced 
about 147 miles, fighting all the time. 

„ Between Aug. 31 and Sept. 1, in one

broken, the Austrians lost 12,000 men in 
killed or wounded. 

“The retreat of the enemy after his

of disorderly flight and panic. 

“On Sept. 2, when the Russians were 
drawing up within cannon shot of embers, 
the surrounding forts did not stop this ad- 
vance. The same day Lemberg was close- 
ly surrounded by Russian troops and was 

captured with enormous quantities of war 
materials. 

“The capture of Lemburg will enable 
the Russian army to push forward with 
atill greater intensity.” 


Sees Disaster to Austria. 
LONDON, Sept. 4-—The Times’ corre- 
spondent at Petrograd sends the follow- 
ing under date of Thursday: 
Information telegraphed by the hea4- 
quarters staff today encourages the hope 
that the victory at Lemberg is only the 
beginning of the end.

Houses Fired by Germans. 

On Aug. 11, in the dead of night, the 
inhabitants suddenly were awakened by 
cannon shots, and hurrying into the 
streets, they saw German troops placing 
red signs.on certain houses and breaking 
their gates. A few minutes later all 
houses so marked were set alight. 

From one of the blazing houses a party 
of fourteen women and children and 
three old men ventured out, making a 
last desperate fight for life. The Ger- 
mans ordered them to “Stand where you 
are, and the leader of operations had 
the three old men tied to poets and shot 
dead before their wives and children. 


Claim to Be Germans; Saved. 

Ancther woman, followed by others 
bearing children in their arma, told the 
soldiers in German that they were Ger- 
man subjects. It was false, but it saved 
then. The German troops immediately 
changed their attitude and escorted them 
out of the “town toa place of safety. 

Meantime the fire was spreading with 
extraordinary rapidity and flames en- 
veloped several streets.

Fixed Prices Every Day. 

The indicted men are charged with hav- 
irg fixed prices every day by “ ballots.” 
‘ suggestions,’’ or verbal agreement, and 
to have circulated price lists which com- 
rletely eliminated a competitive market 
for food. 

That action is alleged to be an unlawful 
restraint of trade prohibited by the Sher- 
nan anti-trust law between the states 
and in federal districts. The penalty on 
conviction is a year’s imprisonment or a 
$5,006 fine, or both. 

Bench warrants were issued for all the 
indicted men and bail was given for their 
r ppearance in court. 


Action in Chicago? 

The district attorney's office at Chicago 
bas been ordered by the department of 
justice to continue its investigation of 
food prices there and federal grand jury 
indictments may result. 

Government agents who are working in 
many states for evidence of price fixing 
were expected to make reports soon which 
officials hoped would be the basis of other 
indictments. 

“Under conditions now existing 
throughout the world,” Attorney General 
Gregory said, “‘ capitalization of misfor-' 
tune and oppression of our own people by 
the arbitrary increase of the prices of 
foodstuffs are so peculiarly reprehensi- 
ble that, whenever convictions can be 
obtained, the government will insist upon 
sctntences of imprisonment—no fine or no 
civil remedy will be deemed adequate. 


Will Demand Prison Terms. 

“United States attorneys are being in- 
structed promptly to ask for indictments 
whenever the facts will permit, to push 
these to early trial, and, upon convictions 
to insist upon prison sentences. 

“It must, of course, be remembered 
that, without the District of Columbia, 
only those agreements and combinations 
which affect directly interstate or for- 
eign commerce can be reached.

Mr. Swing says he “ was struck by the fact that 
it was strictly a proletarian ‘crowd,” and his com- 
ment is: “It is the common people who suffer.” 

Trae, no autocrat or military cabal can make war 
without the common people. You cannot have fight- 
ing millions without drawing on the masses of labor- 
ers, artisans, tillers of the soil, clerks, and smal] 
merchants. The privileged elements are not large 
at any time, and during war they almost disappear 
from view. The common people pay in life, limb, 
and health for the blunders of the autocrats; no one 
else can pay. But proletarian trainloads somehow 
bring these simple truths home very forcibly. 

What did the strictly proletarian crowds in Aus- 
tria, Russia, and Germany have to say about the 
war? When and how were they consulted? Most 
of them are disfranchised, and even the nominally 
enfranchised ones have very little power and influ- 
ence. Will the war teach the proletarian crowds to 
demand proper recognition and representation in 
government? On that rests the hope of civilization 
in the future.

He may feel that congress must work 
out its own destiny, although how he may avoid 
the responsibility if wasteful appropriation bills 
come to him for his approval or how he may avoid 
blame if they receive it we do not see.

It is not contended that the rivers and harbors 
bill represents a total waste. Some meritorious 
projects are included in its provisions. They 
suffer because they are in a barrel of rotten apples. 
The whole scheme of internal improvement must 
suffer when upon it are hung unconscionable 
frauds intended merely to strengthen a congress- 
man with his unthinking home folk or, worse yet, 
to bring private advantage to powerful interests. 
An impeccable end sincere congress might reason 
that in a year of unexpected necessity even legiti- 
mate undertakings must be economically consid- 
ered and whatever could be left to more fortunate 
years should be so referred. 

This congress, which is appetent and not im- 
peccable, reasons that in spite of the necessity for 
a war tax, appropriation shall be made for the 
indefensible projects as well as the legitimate. 

President Wilson asks the national legislators 
to levy war taxes. They do not consider retrench- 
ment. They are spending as inconsiderately as if 


revenues were coming in beyond the ability of a 


wasteful congress to expend. 

Appetite is running away with judgment. Un- 
fortunately for the country, many Republicans

STRATEGY OR DIRE NECESSITY? 

The military and other writers of the British 
and French press are unable to determine even 
now the real cause of the tremendous rapidity 
with which the Germans are marching on Paris.

If the allied armies are retiring under the com- 
pulsion of necessity; if they simply cannot check 
or resist the invincible Teuton hosts, there is noth- 
ing further to explain. A few days ago Clemén- 
eau, the ex- premier of France and fearless free 
lance in politics, was assalling the government and 
the heads of the army for incompetence and 
bungling. He could not understand why the Ger- 
mans always had numerical superiority to enable 
them to carry the day and win their objective.

Not for a moment, however, must it be sup- 
posed that the socialists participating in this war 
have experienced a change of heart towards mili. 
tarism and imperialism. In France alone is there 
anything like a feeling of comradeship between the 
syndicalist soldiers and the rest of the army. Like 
parents, long estranged, whom the sickbed of their 
child unites, the pacifists and militarists in that 
country have at least temporhrily laid aside their 
differences at the sickbed upon which French civ- 
Dization lies prostrate. For France it is a war of 
defense, a struggle for self-preservation. 

Not so with the socialists of Germany. Even in 
the midst of war their organ, the Berlin Vorwaerts, 
warns the soldiers at the front to remember that 
they are fighting their brethren on the other side.” 
It exhorts them to behave towards our enemies 
in a chivalrous manner. 

The socialists of Germany protested against the 
government of that country becoming embroiled ia 
this war. They fought for peace and fought hard. 
But war came and the democratically constituted 
German party accepted it. 

By shouldering their guns the socialists of Europe 
do not, however, renounce the dream of world peace. 
They merely accede that they are not strong enough 
to wrest that peace from the militarist forces, which 
are in the majority.

ITH regard to thé courteous 
and considerate message trans- 
mitted by the first lord of the 
British admiraity, Winston 
Spencer Churchill, through the

Admiral Alfred von Tirpitz, head of the 
| German admiralty, informing him that 
his son, though taken a prisoner in the 
naval fight off Helgoland, was unwound- 
ed and in good health, it may be said that 
he followed in the matter the precedent 
set by the great Duke of Wellington in 
the peninsular war 100 years ago. 

Whenever any of the dispatches des- 
tined for Marshal Soult, commanding the 
French forces in Spain, fell into the hands 
of the English, the duke, while he could 
not forward them to his famous adver- 
sary on account of the valuable informa- 
tion they contained, made a point of in- 
variably transmitting to him under a flag 
of truce any news they contained of the 
health of his family in some such form 
as this: . 

Field Marshal the Duke of Wellington 
begs to inform Marshal Soult that the 
members of his family are in good 
health.”

Ags to young Von Tirpitz, it may be 
stated that, like all of his brothers and 
sisters, he received the greater part of 
hia education in England, and talks Eng- 
lish without any trace of accent. 

This will doubtless come as a surprise 
to those who have always regarded Grand 
Admiral von Tirpitz as the principal ob- 
stacle in the way of any friendly under- 
standing between Germany and Great 
Britain. 

Indeed, to such an extent was the secre- 
tery of state for the German navy re- 
garded by the public in his native land 
and abroad as an Anglophobe that it 
used to be asserted that his promo- 
tion to the chancellorship of the em- 
Pire, which is the crowning ambition 
of his career, could not fail to be regarded 
in England as equivalent to a declaration 
of war. 

Yet Admiral von Tirpitz is a profound 
afmirer of all things English, particular- 
ly of the British navy, which he has al- 
ways held up to German Officers as a 
model to respect and imitate. 

> - 

Next to the emperor, the admiral is the 
enlef creator of the German navy. Son 
of a Prussian lawyer, he went to sea at 
the age of 16 and worked silently until 
eppointed to the command of the Kiel 
station in 1891, since which time he has 
fought hard and incessantly for the build- 
ing of a fleet equal to that of Great 
Britain. 

He is stated to be the one minister of 
state who has his own way with the 
Kaiser.

‘TAKE PLACE OF POLICE. 


The three automobile deaths yesterday, 
climaxing a long series of Chicago motor 
accidents, inapired Harry P. Coffin, mem- 
ber of the public safety commission of 
Portland. Ore., to offer Chicago a solution 
of the problem presented. 

Portland. a city of nearly 300,000 popu- 
lation and 5,000 automobiles, has not had 
& fatal automobile accident in nine 
months,” Mr. Coffin said 

“Two years ago Portland was killing as 
many persons proportionately as Chicago 
is now. 

Portland sobved the problem after the 
police and the county authorities had 
thrown up their hands. One hundred 
members of the automobile club, chosen 
for their fitness, were made special 
* speeder officers,’ commissioned by the 
police department and deputized by the 
sheriff. These men were empowered only 
to make arrests for automobile violations. 

We began by warning the violators. 
They began to ignore the warnings. Ulti- 
mately five men were put on the rock pile 


wire pulling and all the influence they 
could bring to bear did not help them, and 
they served their time. That broke the 
back of the speeders. 


Moral Effect Great. 

“The moral effect of the naming of 
special officers was great. The specders 
had been accustomed to keeping their 
eyes out for policemen. When the 100 
special officers got in the field no driver 
could tell when there was a deputy right 
behind him. 

“Chicago can solve the automobile 
problem the same way. I would suggest 
that not less than 500 such special auto- 
mobile officers would be required. It 
must be made, however, purely a public 
matter, not a movement to be capitalized 
by some politician. 

“I can commend as effective, too, the 
Portland system of fines. Thirty-one 
miles an hour means $31 fine. It costs a 
dollar per mile per hour. That helps the 
speeders remember when they look at 
their speedometers, 

“ Another phase of the speeder problem 
is presented by the boys with motorrycies. 
They are punished by taking their ma- 
chines away from them for given periods. 
It is necessary under the law to impose

Potato Shortening. 


HOUGH some people might be in- 
clined to call potato shortening po- 
tato toughening, especially if they 
are not successful in manipulating 
the paste made, it is possible to 

make a crust for meat or even for sweet 
pies out of nothing but potato and flour. 
One can modify it to taste, but these 
alone answer well. A paste of this sort 
made with one-half as much flour as 
potato is pleasant of flavor, if lightly 
handled, pretty to work, and not tough. 

Ten cents worth of potatoes used for 
shortening, bought even in this small 
quantity, which is the most expensive 
way to purchase, will go about six times 
as far as almost any of the shortening 
fats. 

The hydropathic or water cure peopie 
recommended this form of crust a good 
many years ago, when this cure was 
at its height, but their recipe, advising 
equal parts of fiour and potato, is not 
as good as the potato gnocchi mixture of 
the Italians, in which less than half as 
much flour as potato is used, or just 
enough flour to make a paste which will 
not stick to the fingers when molded. 
This is not as dry as the other and so 
will roll out more thinly with but slight 
effort. ;

Economical Housekeeping

of which is the macaroni. The gnocchi 
are one of the several sorts made in 
the house,“ their expression for home 
made, and, when co--ked and served with 
sprinkled cheese, are a substantial dish, 
* dry soup.” <A good serving is quite 
sufficient for a meal. 


These are made as follows after the 
Italian manner: 

POTATO GNOCCHL—Two pounds of 
potato will make e good quantity of 
gnocchi. Boil, peel. put through a ricer, 
and measure. Put half as much flour 
as you have potuto through a sieve on 
a bread board. Salt to taste; then mix 
the two and knead lightly. When of 
the right consistency make little rolls 
of it about the shape of pulled candy 
and cut these in bout one inch lengths 
with a knife. Sometimes these little 
rolls are pressed sently with the finger 
or the handle of a knife, but, if they are 
pressed against the inside of a coarse 
grater they will curl part way around 
the finger and at the same time be orna- 
mented. Have ready some boiling and 
lightly salted water; drop these into it, 
and cook for ten minutes. They wil 
rise to the top in a minute or so. Drain, 
add butter, sprinkle with cheese, and 
serve hot. They may be cooked in boil- 
ing milk instead of water and are some- 
times eaten without any other seasoning 
than the milk, but the cheese ig needed to 


perfect the dish.

HB Indiana Society of Chicago will 
give an informal luncheon in the 
main dining room of the Hotel La 
Salle at 12:30 p. m. next Tuesday. 
The following announcement has 
been sent out by President George T. 
Buckingham: 

“The occasion will be of especia! in- 
terest owing to the presence of Frederic 
W. Wile, who has consented to relate 
his personal experiences in Germany at 
the outbreak of the European war. 
Mr. Wile, like al other good Hoosiers, 
is an author and a writer, in fact, one of 
international reputation, and for the last 
twelve years has been the Berlin corre- 
spondent of the London Daily Mail and 
Tus CHicaco TRIBUNE. 

During the period of Mr. Wile’s resi- 
dence in Berlin he has enjoyed the con- 
fidence of the American and British em- 
bassies and intimate personal relation 
with all prominent Americans residing 
in Germany. 

“The twelfth anniversary day of his 
arrival in that city happened to be the 
time of popular rejoicing on thé part of 
the German people over the fact that 
he was arrested and to be shot as d spy. 
Mr. Wile disclaims that this demonstra- 
tion was incited by the jealousy of Ger- 
man writers because of the wide popu- 
larity and large sales of “ Hoosier best 
sellers” in China, Russia, and Turkey, 
although the recent arrest and threat- 
ened deportation of Jehn T. McCutcheon 
in Aix-la-Chapelle would seem to lend 
lor to tha. view.

“ Within two hours of the Geclaration 
of war, Mr. Wile, who was leaving a 
meeting of Americans, was arrested as 
a spy, being one of the marked men be- 
ore the outbreak of hostilities, owing to 
his London Daily Mall connection, and 
dragged through the streets while the 
population cheered and fought for an 
opportunity to assist the police. Mr. 
Wile was saved from déath by the per- 
scnal intervention of James W. Gerard, 
the American ambassador, who was pres- 
ent at the time of Mr. Wile’s arrest, and 
his immediate intercession with the Ger- 
man authorities secured his release.

United Charities 
Makes New Appeal. 


WENTY poor families a day, or 52 
for the month, the highest record 
since April, is the report of the 
northwestern district office of the 
United Charities for the month of 

August just closed. This is the largest 
number of cases ever handled by the so- 
clety through one dig-ict office during a 
summer month. A grand total of 4,000 
families cared for ip August is expected 
to be the result of the case count now 
being made in the nine district offices of 
the United Charities. This would mean, 
it is said, a total of 16,000 individuais 
cared for in twenty-six working days, or 
615 a day, and does not include theouting 
work of the organization.

The northwestern district report tabu- 
lated by Albert E. Webster, district su- 
perintendent, also shows that of the S25 
cases handled by that district 177 were 
due to unemployment and that 76 men 
deserted their families, leaving them to 
be cared for by charities. The north- 
western office is located at 1347 North 
Robey street. 

“This remarkable showing,” reports 
General Supt. Bugene T. Lies, gives the 
reason for our present need of funds. 
All last winter our case count climbed, 
in some departments to as high as 400 
per cent over the previous year, and now 
thie summer, when we expecied the usual 
big drop, our work kept growing by leaps 
and bounda It is beyond all precedent.

“There has been some response to our 
appeal for funds, but not what we antici- 
pated.

Report to Lawyers Shows 
Employers Favored 
Above Labor. 


SAY CORPORATIONS WIN 


If you ate an employer, your chances 
of being called for jury service are al- 


most twice as good as those of the labor 


ing man. ‘ 

It you live in Oak Park, Wilmette, Le 
Grange, or any one of the other more 
fashionable suburbs, your chances of 
being called to serve in court are six 
times those of the residents of the labor- 
ers suburbs and vaetly greater than those 
of city residents. 

“Against Working Classes.” 

The result is undue discrimination 
against the working classes, according 
to a report issued yesterday by John H. 
Lally, chairman of a committee appointed 
by the Chicago Lawyers’ association to 
investigate the jury system in the county. 
Mr. Lally believes the relatively few ver- 
dicts against the street car companies 
are directly traceable to the class preju- 
dice of the jurors. 

“ Your committee finds that while there 
were twenty-four jurors picked from 
2,500 real estate men in the county, there 
were only thirty-two jurors drawn from 
22.000 carpenters,” Mr. Lally reports. 

“ There are eighty-three towns, villages, 
and cities in Cook county outside of Chi- 
cage From these, with a population only 
9 per cent of the total for the county, 20 
per cent of the jurors were drawn. Of 
the 20 per cent half were taken from just 
six towne—Oak Park, Evanston, Winnet- 
ka, Wilmette, La Grange, and Berwyn— 
with a total population of 68,000 


Towns of “Highbrows.”’ 

“The six towns above mentioned are 
those in which the so-called highbrows 
ve, while most of the other seventy-nine 
towns are populated by men in the more 
ordinary walks of life. Oak J ark has a 
population of 19,000; Cicero has a prpu- 
lation of 15,000—116 jurors are pivked 
from Oak Park and four from Cicero. 

* Ninety-five per cent of the rupulation 
ot Cicero are ordinary mechanics and 
working people who live by the sweat of 
their brows, while 85 per cent of the pop- 
ulation of Oak Park live by the sweat 
of other people’s brows.”

Basal age, 7 years; mutual age, 10% 
years; chronologic age, 24 years. The 
mutual arrest began to set iu on or about 
the eighth year. 

“She is highly suggestible and could 
not resist an undue tnfluence, even 
though it were that of a will but a little 
stronger than her own. 

„The immediate visual memory span is 
poor. The immediate auditory memory 
span is only fairly good. Ed@ucationally 
this means that little could ever be ac- 
complished, according to ordinary meth-

ARMY OF 200,000 
PLANNED FORU.S. 


Bill May Be Introduced for 
Investigation af This 
Session of Congress, 


EUROPEAN WAR CAUSE 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 5.—[Spe 
cial.]~As a result of the lessons of na- 
tional defense taught by the European 


a commission to study and recommend 
the most effective measures for the pro- 
tection of he United States on both land 
and ses from foreign aggression. 

The object of the proposed investiga- 
tion will be to determine how large an 
army and aavy the country needs for 
adequate defense, and how such forces 
should be obtained and maintained. 

The bill to create this commission will 
have the support of nonpartisan organi- 
zations primarily interested in securing 
the peace ef the United States. The 
measure probably will be introduced be- 
fore the adiournment of this session of 
congress and will receive consideration 
at the next session. , 


MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS. 

That the United States must take im- 
mediate steps to increase its navy and 
to provide a larger and more efficient 
army is the couviction of the more pro- 
gressive officials of the government, who 
are profiting by the object lessons of the 
great conflict in the eastern hemisphere. 
Conservative authorities on the subject 
say the minimum requirements of an 
adequate national defense are. 

The addition of at least twelve 
battleships and a proportional num- 
ber of lesser craft to the navy. —

a reserve of 1,000,000 trained 

ers, procured through the compul- . 

sory service system. 

On account of its isolation in the west- 
ern hemisphere, the navy always will be 
the chief defense of the republic. In 
this respect the United States is like 
Great Britain. In the present war the 
English isles and British possessions 
throughout the world are immune from 
the attack of their enemies because the 
British navy rules the seas. 


NAVY SHOULD BE STRONGER. 
This is the first lesson, it is contend- 
ed, that the United States take 
to heart. The American navy should 


be strong enough to repel any enemy 
which may attack the republic. Al- 


the best way in which to prevent a for- 
eign attack is to take steps to make one 
futile. 

More than anything else, say the naval 
and military authorities, the Kuropean 
war is demonstrating the advantages of 
preparedness. The Germans were fully 
repared for this war on land, the Brit- 
ish were fully prepared on sea. Each 
has been winning victories in its own 
province of preparedness“ , 

Representative Richtiepd. Pearson 
Hobson of Alabama, hero of the Merri- 
mac incident at Santiago during the 
Spanish war, believes the United States 
should proceed immediately to establish 
a definite military and naval policy.

KNOW WHEN AN EGG I$ BAD? 


If You Do, Court Might Give 
You Job Passing on Lot. 


CHEMISTS CANNOT AGREE. 


Consignment Seized by Federal Of- 
ficials in Chicago. 


—— 


What is a bad egg and when is an egg 
bad? is a problem bothering city and 
state expert chemists. and a problem to be 
thrashed out in the federal court Wednes- 


day. 

The problem has aroused the interest of 
women's clubs and organizations which 
foster conservation of foodstuffs and who 
see in the coming inquisition a possible 
ruling that will affect materially the cost 
of foodstuffs in which eggs are a salient 
factor. 

The problem has arisen by the seiszure 
of 253,000 eggs, part of a shipment con- 
signed by a firm in Omaha to a rm in Chi- 
cago, that have been declared to be bad 
eggs’ by government officials. 


Intended for Pastries. 

It is stated that the sound eggs shipped 
were intended for a firm here which man- 
ufactures a product from which food arti 
cles may be made, cakes, pies, omelettes, 
etc., the idea being to conserve eggs 
known to be sound and yet declared tobe 
not 100 per cent pure—that is, to use the 
seconds for food purposes. 

Members of women's clubs declare all 
eggs should be conserved to the last mit, 
and if an egg is not good enough to be 
poached but is good for caker and pies 
in a tondensed form, they should be con- 
served for such use, and on this point they 
will watch the coming inquisition with 
interest, according to Mrs. A. W. Brown, 
Mrs. Henry Wade, and others of the IIIIi- 
nois female suffrage organization and the 
Illinois Colony club at a conference held 
at the Hotel La Salle yesterday.

BENEDICT URGED. 


Newly Elected Pontiff’s Be- 


lief Before He Was Eleet- 
ed by Cardinals. 


CLERGY TO BE NEUTRAL 


“ROME, via Paris, Sept. 5.—It was re- 
lated here today that in conversations be- 
fore his election. Pope Benedict XV. re- 
peatedly expressed his belief in the neces- 
sity that the pontiff should intervene with 
an appeal for pee, not in a purely evan- 
gelistic form but in precise diplomatic 
action. 

“The pope.“ he is quoted as saying, 
“ must actually place himself amidst the 
combatants instead of keeping away and 
preaching peace and concord from a dis- 
tance.” 

It is asserted that he expressed these 
ideas in the conclave with Genoese tenac- 
ity, but at the same time showing such 
‘absolute neutrality towards the bellig- 
erents that it brought about his election 
as pontiff. 


Wants Priests Neutral. 

PARIS, Sept. 5.—A Rome dispatch to 
the Havas agency quotes the Bologna La 
Tribuna as saying that Benedict XV., the 
new pope, in a letter on Aug. 30, wrote as 
follows regarding the war:

BRUSSELS, Aug. 15.—The inhabitants 
éo not anticipate a bombardment. Brus- 
gels is not a fortified city and the enemy 
that wants it will have to do hardly more 
tan walk into it once the environs are 

The intrenchments and barri- 
cades which have been constructed in 
the suburbs are there merely to serve as 
a check upon the movements of a flying 
enemy, Which might be routed in a battle 
pear the city. 

Miter the battle detachments of the

city. In that case Brussels wishes to be 

ready to play its part. In the nature of 
thiage that part could not be very mo- 

2 but it might be a source of

There is no Byronic “ sound of revelry 
by night” in Belgium's capital, but, on 
the other hand, there is no hint of panic. 
Tension there is, certainly, but, observ- 
ing these placid busy people going hon- 
estly about their affairs, the stranger soon 
comes to the conclusion that it is the ten- 
sion of expectancy rather than of appre- 
hension. 


Apprehension Justifiable. 

Apprehension would be justified. In the 
last four days I have traveled by round- 
abcul ways on the railroads out of Brus- 
pela ds far east as Landen, where. as 1 
fat in the study of the burgomaster's 
house, I could hear the thunder of the 
Rege guns at Liege, and as far south as 
Namur, where a German airship dropped 
a bomb last week.

Wounded Plenty; News Scare. 
All day long and every day the north side 


of the Place Rozier is packed with men, 


women, and children, who stand patiently 
facing the railway station awaiting the 
arrival of three things—news, victors, and 
wounded. The wounded came in plenty; 
news hardly at all, and victors in squads. 


These last are Belgian soldiers who come 


in from skirmishes with the Germans. As 
those skirmishes are designed by the Ger- 
mans merely to feel out the Belgian coun- 
tryside and the Belgian strength, the vic- 
tors can report nothing genuinely decis- 
ive. The newspapers attend to that. The 
wounded emit never a groan. They are 
roundly cheered. In the first few days of 
the fighting the enthusiasm of the crowds 
was so tumultuous that they nearly upset 
the stretchers on which the pitiful bur- 
dens lay. 

Most of the men placed hors du combat 
are wounded:in the legs, for it seems that 


the Germans fire low. 


Building after building—palaces, hotels, 


dry goods stores, and schools—are being 


taken over for hospitals. Daily the num- 
ber increases. On Monday afternoon the 
Red Cross flag was flung to the breeze 
from the mighty tower of the Hotel de 


Ville in the historic Grand Place in the 


lower town, where centuries of the glory 


and the tragedy of Belgian history are 


epitomized in a space not so large as a 
Chicago block.

So much they 
meant—these colors of ancient Brabant 
In the old day. So much they have meant 
to anxious Europe in these last eighteen 
days. It is in its tricolor ominous, radi- 
ant and terrible—this flag. It flies from 
every window and from the peaks of 
thousands of roofs, In the narrow streets 
of the old town it hides the shop fronts 
and when you look down the street it 
seems only an alley of tossing color.

Congo Free State Flag. 

On many buildings you see in addition 
to the tricolor the golden star on a blue 
field, which is the flag of Belgium’s de- 
pendency, the Congo Free State, which 
used to yield large revenues to the nation 
under the old king's drastic management, 
but is less profitable under the present 
more humane system of administration. 

The walls of government buildings, 
churches and places of vantage gener- 
ally are plastered with King Albert's now 
immortal Cesar’s Procla mation,“ in

| THE PRIMARIES. 

Elsewhere in this issue Tue Tammo li: 
lishes lists of candidates, Republican and Demo- 
cratic, who may be recommended to the voters in 
the primaries Wednesday. 

The selections represent choices determined by in- 
formation as to character and knowledge of records. 
In Tun Trisune’s opinion, based on such infor- 
mation and knowledge, these lists will be wise 
guides to voters. 

It will be an extraordinarily confusing primary 

for the average man. It has stolen upon him in 
a time of distracted attention. Its great local im- 
portance has been lost in the news of a world’s 
disaster. 
The war has been a cover for political activity 
of a threatening sort. Many men who would not 
have risked themselves in the light continued 
publicity have come out under the ter of war 
news and rely upon the distraction of public atten- 
tion to win positions for which in ordinary times 
they might not have tried. 

One evidence of this may be found in the num- 
bers of candidates. They are confusing. They will 
cause the voter to feel that he is unprepared to 
make any safe selections, confessing the insuffi- 
ciency of his information. 

He may accept it as certain that, unguided, he 
is in danger of contributing to a surrender of local 
government to rascals, There never were so many 
of them running for office. Our long ballot, against 
which ve protest is being made, and the con- 
fusion of püblie mind invite such candidacies. 

In several wiys this is the worst election in re- 
cent years. The handicap of the voter is enormous 
and the power of politics large. For these reasons 


Tun Trisune particularly emphasizes the recom- 


mendationg it submits. 


PHILOSOPHERS AND WAR. 

It is noteworthy but not surprising that the 
philosophers and acute psychologists have given a 
sorry account of themselves in connection with the 
war. They have talked like ordinary mortals and 
have shown prejudice and blindness to facts. The 
tragic and baffling events have proved too much for 
them. Their powerful intellects function well in 
normal times, but complications and convulsions of 
4 certaih kind are beyond their powers of analysis. 

Dr. G. Stanley Hall has shared the fate of Berg- 
son and other philosophers. In discussing the con- 
flict he bas sald that Germany is unconquerable, 
but unjust; that if she triumphs all democratic and 
republican principles will suffer a setback; thet, in 
any case, war strengthens royalty; that the ascend- 


ben ot the orient over the occident will be acceb 


erated by the present war, even if Germany wins; 
that Russia must and will push forward, uniting 
the Slavs; that Germany must push westward at 
the expense of France, and so on. 

It is impossible to reconcile all these assertions 
isd peutiutions, 10 Dr. Hall has not been misquoted 
his views are as muddled as those of thousands of 
men who are not philosophers. His one clear and 
unchallengen ble statement is that the war will put

We should be reverently grateful for this gift. It 
is not indifference; it is not hard-heartedness. It is 
inherent in life and makes toll, progress, and be- 
neficence possible under the most unfavorable of 
conditions. 


FALSE PACIFICISM. 
There are very few militarists in the United 
States. There are not enough of them to be heard. 
They are merely scattered individuals without an 
organ of expression, and their beliefs have no more 
infilpence upon public opinion and public policy than 
the belief held by some individuals that the sun 
moves about the earth. 
The militarist holds that war is an inevitable and 
even a desirable function of states; that it raises 
nations to the highest level of energy; that it de- 
velops the noblest virtues of peoples, self-abnegation, 
self-control, courage, energy, unity, unflinching loy- 
alty to an ideal, patriotism at its highest; that it 
is a necessary and profitable agent of a state’s prog- 
ress, an inevitable assertion of a growing, vital peo- 
ple's ego. 
It is not necessary to discuss this view because, 
as we have said, virtually no party holds it, and 
the whole conviction and tendency of thought and 
feeling of the American people are against it. 
But we find the term militarist in frequent use by 
members of the extreme doctrinaire pacifists who 
make a voluble ggoup in the American pacifist 
movement. 
By this group the term militarist is applied to 
any one who favors any expenditure by the United 
States on a navy or an army. The Rev. Dr. Lyman 
Abbott, according to these pacifists, is a militarist, 
and was defeated by those who run, the American 
Peace society because he belonged to the Navy 
league and favored the program for the maintenance 
of our navy at approximately the present relative 
strength. 
Another act illustrative of the attitude of this type 
of pacifist was the resolution of the Chicago Peace 
society against the establishment of a council of 
national defense. ‘This council, which has been 
created in spite of the peace societies, consists of 
the president, the secretaries of war and the navy, 
the chief of staff, and, we believe, the heads of the 
army and navy war colleges and the chairmen of 
the committees on military and naval affairs in the 
congress. Their duty is to consider and codrdinate 
measures of national defense so as to prevent waste, 
confusion, and delay in case of war. 
What is the theoretical basis for such action by 
the false pacifists who apparently have taken charge 
of the policy of the American peace societies if not, 
as we hope, of the American peace movement? 
Their theory seems to be that if the United States 
strips itself of all armed force it will never be 
involved in a war. Having neither army nor navy, 
we shall not be “tempted” into bellicosity, and 
therefore will never resort to arms. We are to rely 
on treaties of arbitration, on resorts to The Hague, 
on world opinion, on the considerations that war is 
unprofitable and inhumane. 
The weird unreality of this doctrine, if we may 
judge from recent comment by pacifists of this 
variety on the European cataclysm, is experience- 
proof. Founded not on what life is but on what 
most of us believe it ought to be, and even hope it 
some day will be, this doctrine ignores the tragic 
lessons of the present. Its defense seems to be ac- 
complished by demolishing imaginary militarist the- 
ories. One ingenuous lady, a teacher of American 
youth, and there are too many teachers among the 
false pacifists, declares that Tue Trisune’s argu- 
ment for ‘preparedness is now destroyed. If it were 
what this lady thinks it is, it would be destroyed. 
But it is not. Preparedness is insurance against 
war. It does not make war impossible. It makes 
war less likely because war comes from aggréssion 
and preparedness makes aggression less safe on the 
part of the aggressor. It is also insurance for war 
in the sense of making war less costly to the pre- 
pared if war is forced. This the lady will not un- 
derstand because she probably cherishes the Amer- 
ican fallacy that a badly conducted war is less cost- 
ly than a well conducted one, 

American militarists,“ who are not militarists 
but the only kind of pacifists whose pacificism is safe 
or conducive ‘to peace in the world as it is now 
constituted, have never held that great armaments 
insure peace.” 

On the other hand, they have held, as the fate of 
Belgium, to say nothing of human history in every 
age, proves, that treaties and agreements however 
solemn do not insure peace. 

They hold that nothing insures peace or ever can 
insure peace except the establishment of the golden 
rule in the hearts of men—not one man, or many 
men, but of enough men to control the policy and 
practice of all vital peoples. | 

While there are in the family of 1 0 members 
who are militant, ambitious, expanding and willing 
to expand at the expense members, we 
may deplore their spirit, buf we must recognize it 
and govern ourselves as well as we can to meet the 
facts. Opposition to adequate preparations for self- 
defense is explainable on the ground that their op- 
ponents are ready to yield to any aggression rather 
than to resort to wat, This peace-at-any-price dis-

There are now over 850,000 Jewish soldiers in 
the Russian army defending the Slavic principles; 
they are giving their life blood for the expansion 
and preservation of pan-Slaviam. They are fight- 
ing for holy Russia,” where they have no human 
richts where they are cut off from the land, 
which they can neither buy, rent, or even till. 
They are shut out from the civil service and are re- 
stricted in the adoption of the liberal professions, 
The Jewish children in Russia may not form more 
than 10 per cent of the pupils in the government 
sohoola, nor more than 5 per cent of the students 
in the universities. 

They are deprived of the rights of citizenship, 
but they must discharge its duties—pay taxes 
and serve in the army, where they never can 
attain any higher rank than that of a mere pri- 


soldier may perform on the battle field or in the 
service. And, merely to live unmolested and to 
attend to their business without hindrance they 
must bribe the police for protection. 

The culminating terror consists in the uncer- 
tainty of life itself, for at any moment they may 
be ‘expelled from their homes on some trumped 
up charge, or a pogrom may break out, when 
they are mercilessly plundered and murdered 
without interference from the police. This may 
seem to the American mind impossible, yet it is 
the absolute truth. Shall the Jews, for all these 
kindly privileges, sympathize with Russia? 


— 


And not only in the army of Russia are the 
Jews fighting, but they are in the armies of Eng: 
land, France, Germany, and Austria, ready, at the 
command of their superior officers, to butcher and | 
kill each other. And for what? What have 
they at stake? History taught them a valuable 
lesson. It taught them that the civilization and 
humanitarian motives applied to the rest of the 
world do not hold good when they pertain to 
the chosen people. Here is a concrete fact. 
England declared war on Germany, presumably 
for no other reason than the safeguarding of the 
neutrality of Belgium, which it guaranteed by its 
signature to a treaty to that effect. Why did n't 
the game enlightened and civilized England pro- 
test to Roumania for its refusal to live up to the 
Berlin treaty which gave the Jews of Roumania 
equality and political liberty? England was sig- 
natory to that treaty, as well as to the Belgian. 
And why did not England follow the noble ex- 
ample set by the American government in the 
abrogation of its treaty with Russia when the 
latter refused to live up to its provisions? 

— 


Yet the Jews in England are fitting out regi- 
ments and are enlisting under the union jack in 
large numbers, endeavoring to show thereby that 
they value highly the privilege of freedom and 
are willing to give their lives for the country 
that treats them humanely. But the Jews of the 
world are rather loath to see success for the 
British at this juncture, since it means also the 
success of Russia and a premium on barbarity 
and oppression. 

The same antipathy applied to English politics 
in reference to the Jews holds good with France, 
the ally of Russia. And although ordinarily the 
Jews would want France to succeed, in the pres- 
ent instance, however, it also means the success 
of Russia, where most of the Jews are located, 
and whose lives would not be worth the prover- 
bial penny if Russia is victorious; whatever free- 
dom there is at present in the land of the czar 
Was granted after defeats of Russian arms. 

— 


Shall the Jews, then, sympathize with Germany, 


‘fecal or social standing; 


the land where the Jews have practically no polit- 


search for the wounded. The old 

rule that the wounded are to 
search for succor bas been found to be 
both inhumane and wasteful. It in- 
creased the number of men who diedifrom 
wounds, and it withdrew from the line 
many men, for the tendency of unimjured 


hospital was strong. The distribution of 
the medical corps in time of battle is in 
accordance with the new rule. 

To start with, each soldier carries a first 
aid packet in his knapsack. He has been 
taught how to use this packet for a first 
dressing. In the course of a battle the 
slightly wounded are supposed to apply 
first aid dressings and to keep their places 
in line. 

When a battle is impending each divi- 
sion commander designates the stations 
for the slightly wounded. In the course 
of the battle the wounded who are able to 
walk are tagged by members of the hos- 
pital corps and directed to report at the 
station indicated by the tag. 

—~o- 

The 1914 field service regulations pre- 
scribe a regimental aid station in the rear 
of each regiment. Next in the line to the 
rear are dressing stations, of which there 
are three for each division, Further in 
the rear are the field hospitals, the collect- 
ing stations for the slightly wounded, the 
reserve medical supplies, and a field hos- 
pital in reserve. Still further in the rear 
are the evacuation hospitals. Away from 
the zone of contest are the base hospitals, 
the convalescent camps, and the medical 
supply depots. 

— 

No fess important are the means of 
transporting the wounded from the field 
of battle. Litters are the means to be 
used nearest the line. Most litter service 
is by hand litters. These are supplement-~- 
ed by horse litters. 

To transport the wounded from the first 
stations to the field hospitals and evacua-~- 
tion hospitals ambulances are employed. 
For transportation to the base hospitals 
trains, boats, and automobiles are used. 

Maj. Straub thinks the provisions for 
the removal of the wounded are more im- 
portant in time of battle than the provi- 
sion for operative skill. He says: 

It is more than pathetic to read some 
of the reports of our chief surgeons made 
during the earlier years of our civil war, 
in which they relate the number of am- 
putations made on the field of battle, at 
the same time confessing entire igno- 
Trance of any arrangement for the succor 
and shelter of the wounded. They evi- 
dently believed that they had fulfilled 
their duty as medical officers when they 
displayed their skill as surgeons.” 

Maj. Straub thinks a high grade organ- 
izing ability on a battlefield will go as 
far or farther in saving lives than will 
great surgical skill. 

* 

In anticipation of a battle the division 
surgeon receives instruction from the 
chief surgeon of the army on the follow- 
ing points: 

1. The evacuation of the sick that may 
have accumulated up to the time the 
troops go into action, their destination, 
and the route by which they are to be sent. 
With seasoned troops a daily increment 
of hospital cases and an additional 6 per 
cent of minor cases may be expected. 
With raw troops these figures will be 
larger. Since in.a severe battle the cas- 
ualties run from 10 to 25 per cent of the 
force, it is easy to see that the hospital 
and ambulance facilities will all be need- 
ed and that the sick should be cared for 
elsewhere. |

With this information in hand he sur- 
veys the field, lays out his plans, and sub- 
mits to the chief of staff information on 
the following points, asking that they be 
embodied in the division’s fleld orders:

This 
location must be close enough to the line 
to be within the reach of bulleta, but by 
looking out for a building or a depression 
in the ground or something similar he 
may find a fairly well protected locatiom 
He and a few of his aids must remain 
there, but the remainder of his corps 
must be on the line, or near it, in pos- 
tion not only to give relief but also to 
stimulate the morale of the soldiers with 
the knowledge that succor will be at hand 
if needed.

In addition, there are evacuation hos- 
pitals, where the wounded are held until 
they can be loaded on transports to be 
carried to the base hospitals. The base 
hospitals are under the direction of the 
chief surgeon of the army which they 
serve. 

The basis of estimateis that evacuation 
and base hospitals should have capac:ty 
equal to 6 per cent of the fighting force. 
In other words, a division of 20,000 mer 
should be supplied with a base and evacu- 
ation hospital equipment for 1,200 pa- 
tients. 

—~s>- 

An efficient organization of an army is 
pone that overlooks no detail that will pro- 
mote the fighting efficiency of the men 
in the line. Ifthe first place, it will pro- 
vide precautions against disablement 
from disease. In the second place it will 
provide properly against incumbering the 
fighting force with wounded. 

There will be a corps to search out the 
wounded and care for them, so that the 
fighting man may not be under the neces- 
sity of laying aside his rifle to become a 
litter bearer. 

The relief service starting at the battle 
line must flow evenly back to the base 
hospital. There must be no choking 
points. 

Says Straub: “It has frequently been 
remarked that the success of the sanitary 
service at the front and on the line of 
communications depends very largely 
upon the rapidity with which noneffect- 
ives can be removed from the zone of 
operations.“ 

Whenever there is a congestion at any 
point along the line, the flood dams up 
behind that point, and before long its in- 
fluence is felt in the battle line. 

—~o- 

The medical service on a battlefield is 
arranged on the basis of three zones— 
collecting, evacuating, and distributing. 

\ The first of these, the zone of the battle, 
Is that in which the wounded are gathered 
up. It is under the immediate direction 
of the division and regimental surgeons. 
The machinery of the collecting zone em- 
braces: 

1. Regimental detachments. 

2. Ambulance companies, 

3. Field hospitals. 

4. Reserve medical supply trains. 

The second, or the evacuating zone, is 
more directly under the control of the 
general surgeon of the army, but he must 
be in close touch in making his arrange- 
ments with the division surgeons. he 
object of the machinery of this zone is to 
relieve the force at the front of embar- 
rassment from their wounded. The ele- 
ments in this zone are: 

. Transport columns. 

. Evacuation hospitals. 

. Sanitary supply depots. 
Hospital trains and boats, 
. Base hospitals. 

. Base supply depots, 

The organization of the distributing 
zone usually rests with the surgeon gen- 
eral, located at the seat of government. 

: — 

The above aré the provisions for caring 
for the wounded on the field of battle. In 
addition, many army commanders in re- 
cent wars have found it good judgment to 
organize for the comfort of the un- 
wounded men in the trenches. 

Some part of the organization fdlis on 
the medical corps. For one thing, boiled 
or filtered water must be supplied to the 
men. For another, they must be fur- 
nished food. 

In the Japanese army the cooking was 
done in the rear, and food, warm and as 
palatable as possible, was transported to 
the men in the trenches. 

While none of this is medical work, the 
medical corps are in consultation on these 
plans and are supposed to lend a hand, 
when occasion requires. The discharging 
of these various functions must not inter- 
tere with the servicesof the medical corps 
as sanitarians. 

The supposition is that before troops are 
sent to the front they are go drilled in 
sanitation that the doing of the right 
thing from the hygienic standpoint has 
become instinctive with them, and that 
no jolt is sufficient to send them back to 
the individualistic acts which spell death 
and disease for the men of armies in the 
field. 

That is the supposition. As a matter 
of fact, the sanitarians must work harder 
than ever. When men are fighting the 
venee quickly falls away. The individual 
tends to return at once to the sanitary 
methods of Caliban, the cave man. To 
hold him to the newly learned is another 
of the duties of the medical corps.

Owing to the separation of grade between the 
Rock Island and Western Indiana railroads at 
this point, exceptionally deep and heavy founda- 
tions and walls are required, which make it 
necessary for the street to be closed during 
construction, 

It would not be practicable to build a foot 
passage across the tracks, for the reason that 
the structure would have to have a clearance 
of seventy feet to permit the passage of the 
piledriver from one side of the street to the 
other as needed: also, there would be no place 
to put the supports for same without stopping 
the work or abandoning traffic on the railroad. 
The work is being vigorously prosecuted by 
the railroads, and the street will be restored 
to traffic at the earliest possible moment.

Washington, D. C., Sept: 5.—Plans for 
meeting t foreign exchange situation 
and caring for American obligations to 
Burope were submitted today to the fed- 
eral reserve board by J. B. Forgan of 
‘Chicago, chairman of a bankers’ com- 
mittee.
